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The Pressure of Doom 

The people of Germany know they are facing 
certain defeat. This on the word of Jan Waw- 
rzyniak, recently arrived in London after es- 
caping from a German prison camp. He had 
been a prisoner of war ever since the collapse 
of Poland in the first months of the conflic®, 
in 1939. 

“During nearly three years of life in Ger- 
many I noticed a great shifting of the German 
morale,” writes Wawrzyniak. “Today Germans 
gre losing their faith in victory, and this has a 
tremendous effect on conditions inside Ger- 
many.” 

There can be only one thing that maintains 
the will of the German people to fight. That 
is, their belief that, once their armed forces 
surrender, once they are rendered defenseless, 
the outraged peoples of the countries which 
have been raped, tortured and brutalized by 
German forces of occupation, will exact a ter- 
rible retribution upon the people of Germany. 


The Nazi leaders have told their deluded 
peoples that, when their enemies are turned 
loose upon them, 30,000,000 Germans will die. 
They believe this, hence today they fight on in 
desperation, preferring the horrors of war to 
the greater horrors they foresee when the 
formal fighting is over. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that it 
was the German people who not only per- 
mitted, but eagerly welcomed, war when they 
thought themselves invincible. So long as it 
was the other nations which would suffer, they 
were callous to all appeals for peace. So long 
as only a helpless minority of Jews paid the 

rice, they laughed at the brutalities of the 
Nazis in Germany proper. 

Now, foreseeing the repayment which, to 
their type of mind, seems inevitable, they are 
driven by a new emotion, that of fear, to keep 
the war going. 

What can be done with people like the Ger- 
mans is one of the toughest problems for the 
post-war period. A people who welcome war 
while they are assured of victory, can never be 
trusted to hold to their protestations of reform, 
made in the hour of defeat. 

The only answer seems to be to create a 
condition where Germany can never again 
have reason to hope for, let alone believe in, 
victory for her armies in any conceivable form 
of warfare. 

To convince the Germans that crushing 
Gefeat is their inevitable fate in any war they 
may start, is the only way to make certain they 
won't start a new conflict a couple of decades 
‘ or so after this one is over.

Did you ever hear of “hatchet day?” The 
chances are that you have not. But those two 
words sum up something significant, something 
extremely meaningful in. the minds of the 
Netherlanders, those brave and good people 
who find themselves under the Nazi yoke, but 
who refuse to bow to tyranny, no matter the 
consequences. 

For “hatchet day’ is coming to be a Sig- 
nificant expression in the occupied Nether- 
lands. The Hollanders are collecting hatchets 
against the day when the armies of the United 
Nations will free their country from the Nazi 
beasts. On that day, the Netherlands vow, the 


Dutch plan to bury their hatchets. Not in an : 


expression of peace, like our American Indians. 
Rather, they plan to bury their hatchets in the 
skull of every Nazi they can catch. 

As proof of this intention, consider for a 
moment the story about the Hollander who 
entered a hardware store and asked for a 
hatchet. He was told by the merchant: “Sorry, 
sir, Im all out of hatchets. But here’s a piece 
lead pipe.

Sport and the War 

Many observers said, when the United States 
entered the war, sports were doomed—that 
dwindling gate receipts would force many of 
the popular events to discontinue. 

At the time these deductions seemed rather 
logical, but in October—10 months after Pearl 
Harbor—these same observers are forced to 
take a different slant on the matter. 

According to best estimates, baseball didn’t 
suffer too drastically the past year and that Is 
the one sport which many thought would feel 
the greatest sting of war. Entry of star ath- 
letes into the Army, plus the American con- 
science that it wouldn’t be right to go to games 
for pleasure when our boys were out there 
dying, were advanced as the two biggest reasons 
for keeping fans away. 

Baseball season came to a dazzling finish, 
though—at least as far as the St. Louis Cards 
were concerned—and now it is possible to See, 
despite certain teams that never did draw, 
that the clubs on the whole kept their heads 
above the water—were able to meet the pay 
rolls. 

Already plans are under way for the 1943 
season. Deals for new players are in the making 
and only last Wednesday Commissioner Landis 
called a joint meeting of the major league 
clubs for December 3. 

Football offers further substantiation. The

Conservation of Physicians 

Over the nation, tens of thousands of phy- 
sicians and surgeons have been called into the 
armed services of the nation. In every-city and 
every rural community the doctors available to 
serve the civilian population are today far 
fewer than one year ago. This means that 
every doctor not in the armed forces is prob- 
ably doing much extra work. That extra work 
comes not only because he must take care of 
the patients of fellow-practitioners now in 
service, as well as his own, but because of the 
war-imposed demands for extra work in con- 
serving the hea}th of war industry workers and 
of the general public: 

In view of this situation the War Participa- 
tion Committee of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation has compiled eight suggestions for the 
general public. All are intended to conserve 
the amount of doctors’ attention remaining 
available for civilians and to aid those doctors 
in performing the best possible services for 
their communities. 

It would be wise if every one of us remaining 
at home studied these suggestions and put 
them into practice in our own lives. Here they 
are: : 

“1, Call the doctor to your home only when 
necessary. Go to his office when you can. 

“2. Help the doctor to plan proper use of his 
time by calling him before nine o’clock in the 
morning whenever possible. 

“3, Have an examination at the first sign of 
sickness. This helps prevent long and serious 
illness. 

“4. Some conditions are best treated in the 
hospital. Co-operate by providing in advance 
against the cost of hospitalization. Go to the hos- 
pital when the doctor recommends it. 

“5. Have yourself immunized against small- 
pox and lockjaw. 

“6. Avoid. overeating, overdrinking, 
working and overexercising. Get a good diet. Fol- 
low the rules of personal hygiene. 

“7, Women should take first aid courses and 
nurse’s aid training courses of, the Red Cross. 
This will help to relieve the burden on the phy- 
sician and nurses in the hospital and in the home. 

“8. Every doctor not already in the armed 
forces is probably doing extra work in industry, 
public health and in his private practice. Help 
him to conserve his health by avoiding any un- 
necessary responsibilities for him.”

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
ANSWER TO CRITICISM WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—After 


making a personal inspection of 

our air force units operating from British bases Captain Eddie 
Rickenbacker has filed a report with Secretary of War Stimson 
which provides an effective answer to some of the loose criticism 
that has been made of American warplanes. 

There has been entirely too much “ignbrant 
discussion” of our planes in this country, as 
Secretary Stimson himself has declared. Dis- 
appointed designers and “armchair” air gen- 
erals by their critical remarks have conveyed 
the impression that American aircraft does not 
come up to the standard of equipment produced 

. by the other belligerent nations. 

Sorhe of the early stories written out of 
Australia even tended to give the Japanese 
Zeros a higher rating than the best fighter 
planes we had to offer. The Germans and the 
British were said to excel us in practically all 
combat types. 

None of the stories ever seemed to make 
sense. The United States, which invented the 
airplane, had, for a number of years before 
the war, the leading aircraft industry of any 
nation in the world. We had more miles of 

commercial air lines than most of the countries of Europe com- 
bined. Our aeronautical engineers and aircraft manufacturers 
continually led the field in new developments and improved models. 

With that sort of a record, it didn’t seem logical that our pro- 
ducers could fall so far short on military types. 

Captain Rickenbacker, the leading American ace in the last 
World War, was selected by the War Department to make a per- 
sonal survey of our air bases in England with a view of determin- 
ing just how our aircraft equipment is standing up under actual 
combat conditions in comparison with planes of other nations. 
He has returned with the report that our equipment is equal to or 
second to none in the world. 


PILOTS PLEASED American pilots themselves are “tremen- 
dously pleased” with the planes we are 


sending them, he declares. 

Because of his record in the last war and his continuous asso- 
ciation with aviation since then, Captain Rickenbacker, now the 
president of Eastern Air Lines, is entitled to speak with more 
authority than the critics. His words should be reassuring to the 
public who may have had misgivings over some of the criticism 
heard recently. 

Not only are our planes of the best, but the tactical system of 
bombing worked out by the Army Air Force has proven highly 
successful, he found. The British, he said, were extremely skep- 
tical about our plans for daylight raids on German objectives when 
these were first proposed. Now since observing their results they 
have become very enthusiastic. The new methods of bombing 
evolved by our air leaders is revolutionizing the system of air 
attack in Europe. 


OUR BOMBERS RETURN Unlike the other belligerent na- 


tions, we .have built our big 
bombers as much from a standpoint of their own self-protection 
as their use as an offensive weapon. That is why they are able 
to come back with such consistency where others fail. 

Perhaps the most remarkable air performance of the war thus 
far was the experience of a fleet of our heavy bombers—Flying 
Fortresses and Liberators—over Lille, France, a few days ago. 
There were 115 of the big bombers in the fleet, accompanied by 
500 fighters. The bombers shot down between 80 and 105 German 
fighter planes which attacked them, with a loss of but two of their 
own. Two others were lost in a collision. The fighter escort did 
not get a single German; neither were any of them lost. 

That is a performance that is incredible. It shows the tremen- 
dous fire power and defensive power of the big ships. The lesser 
armored fighters simply can’t go up against their bristling guns. 

In explanation of why none of

the 500 fighters escorting the 


bombers were lost, the Germans of late have evidently issued 
orders that their combat planes are not to engage anything but 
enemy bombers. British and American fighter crews have gone 
over enemy territory many times lately without any attempted 
interference. Only the bombers have been able to draw the Nazis 
into the air. 

What this means is anybody’s guess. Captain Rickenbacker 
said British and Americans generally interpreted it to indicate 
that the Germans are conserving their air forces while retooling 
perhaps for new and more deadly designs to be introduced in the 
campaign next year. 


THOSE BIG BOMBS One of the most devastating weapons 


introduced in the war, according to 
Rickenbacker is the new 8,000-pound bombs developed by the 
British. He says they are having a terrific effect on German 
morale. Aside from the immediate destruction they cause, the 
explosive force behind the bombs is so great that they knock out 
window panes for blocks and blocks in every direction. The Ger- 
mans live in constant dread of them. 
But the main theme of the Rickenbacker report was on the 
quality of American planes. They are of such a caliber that we 
can well be proud of their performance, he asserts.

Yet, within a year or two, we will have planes twice the size 
of the Flying Fortresses. 

There is no limit to the size of what may fly in the air if en- 
gineers can find how to put power on it. It is perfectly possible 
that airships as large as the Queen Mary will be a development of 
the not-too-distant future. They hardly will need them that 
large. Ships carrying 200 passengers and reaching London from 
New York in eight hours are already within sight. 

The travel of the future will be by air, leaving to ships the 
heavier cargoes which do not need to be transported with speed— 
and passengers who want rest and relaxation on a ship which 
will hardly be out of the river at New York before the airplane 
is putting its passengers down at London. 

Yes, sir, Private Geren, Lord Tennyson was on the beam.

And Improve Your Health 


By Dr. William Brady. 


Ten ways to save fuel are de- 
scribed in an instructive pamphlet 
issued by the War Service Com- 
mittee, American Society of Heat- 
ing and Ventilating Engineers, 51 
Madison avenue, New York, and 
one of the ways is: 

AVOID OVER-HEATING. 

a. Install thermostatic control 

the maintenance of uniform 


b. Wear more clothing and avoid 
necessity of higher temperatures. 

I would supplement that by say- 
ing that if you can’t have thermo- 
static control of the heating in your 
home, at least you can have a 
thermometer and be guided by the 
thermometer, not by the notions of 
different members of the family, 
in regulating the household tem- 
perature.

The organization has been granted cargo space 
on convoy vessels, They buy and ship in bond, and the goods they 
send are distributed free to the boys overseas. Their shipments go 
to the Army, Navy and Marine Corps.

Price Ceiling 
To Be Issued 
On Rayon Hose 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(/)-—- 
A specific price ceiling for wom- 
-en’s rayon hose’ will be issued 
soon, the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration announced today. 

In the meantime, OPA suggested 
that buyers carefully compare 
| prices with those of last March to 
make certain they are not being 
overcharged. 

“There is no excuse for any in- 
crease in prices of rayon hosiery,” 
/OPA said. “Prices of rayon yarn 
have been stabilized since October, 
| 1941, and converters’ charges for 
throwing were established in June 
of this year on the basis of March, 

1941, levels. Fugthermore, as 
hosiery manufacturers become 
'more familiar with the problems 
‘involved in knitting rayon hosiery, 
their cost factors are more likely 
to be reduced than increased.” 
| OPA also told retailers and 
iw holesalers buying rayon hosiery 
'that they cannot be compelled to 
buy heavier styles in order to ob- 
tain delivery of finer goods.
